Philadelphia. Pa.. Dec. 16.—Follow- 


Ing an explosion on board the battle- 
ship Massachusetts at the League Isl- 
and navy yard here Thursday Lieut. 
TMIUam C. Cole dived through a man- 
Hole into the rush of scalding water 
•nd steam in the flrehole and dragged 
tnree men. one after tne other, to safe- 
ty. Then he brought out three other*, 
but two were dead, and the third died 
after being brought out. 


Lieut. Cole, who is the assistant 


chief engineer on tho battleship, was 
terribly scalded about tho head and 
body and la now In the naval hospital.

Dives Into Scalding Caldron. 
. Few on tho upper decks knew what 
had happened until the steam came 
rushing up from the seething pit be- 
low. Lieut. Cole, without hesitating, 
dived through tho manhole Into tho 
scalding pit. while others rushed to 
open the door to tho flreroom. Cole 
quickly dragged the men from the 
place to the door, where they were 
taken In charge by others. Bub and 
Hamilton wcro dead when found, and 
Rltzel died a few minutes after belrig 
taken on dock. 


Light Pressure of Steam. 


Whether the gasket was defective 


or whether It had been carelessly put 
In place remains for an official court 
of Inquiry to determine. 


It Is said the boiler had boon thor- 


oughly overhauled and tested under a 
tremendous pressure of steam. At the 
time of tho accident tho steam pres- 
sure was only sufficient to run the 
ship's heating plant.

THE 
NEWSPAPER AS A PUBLIC 
SCHOOL TEXT-BOOK. 


Prof. \V. A. Lynch, principal of the 


public schools of Salem, Mo., 
who 


originating the Idea of utilizing news 
papers as a means of educating In 
schools), has followed the system for 
twenty years, ami In lectures about 
the country has frequently explained 
his methods. 
In n recent Interview 


with the St. Louis Glohe-Deinocrat on 
the subject, he said: 


"I have found in my forty years' 


experience as u school teacher. In 
which, by the way, I have lost only 
nine days, that the best way to .bring 
vividly to the youthful mind the real 
drama of life in Us varied farms of 
commercial, )xilltlcal and social rela 
tlons is to educate it to nn Intelligent 
perusal of newspapers. History, geog- 
raphy, chemistry, and, in 
fact, the 


whole academic curriculum teach only 
a theory of the world and Its facts. 
Xo text-hook is equal to the news 
paper, as a ineasn of taking a ;know- 
ledge of. the actual, practical and up- 
todate world into the schoolroom. 


"I myself am n paid subscriber to 


more than sixty newspapers, and I feel 
that I am too poor to do without them. 
As I said In two of my-addresses. If 
1 could not read n word—if I were 
blind and deaf—I .would-still take a 
newspaper and have It thrown at my 
gate so that when peoplij passed by 
m'y home they would know that I was 
a man who was Interested In the wel- 
fare and upbuilding of my commun- 
ity. 
. 


"The motto on the blackboard of 


my school Is "Printer's ink moves the 
•world.' and this I Impress upon my 
pupils. 
The method I use In : teach- 


ing the children by means of news- 
papers is as follows: 
Alt the pupils 


, are supplied with papers. 
No two 


pupils have the same paper, so as 
to prevent confusion by pupils read- 
ing the same article. 
Each 
pupil 


reads hut one article, so as to be 
thorough, and this -plan gives a great 
number of pupils an opportunity to 
recite what they have read. When 
a sufficient time has been given for 
a careful reading of some article, the 
signal Is .given, to quit reading, and 
nil the papers 'are folded, so as' to 
prevent the pupils from seeing the 
articles as read; 
and each 
pupil 


rises and tells the substance of -what 
he has read—an excellent plan for se- 
curing attention and Improving the 
memory. 
Thus the story of the out- 


side world, fresh from .the lives of 
Imsy and practical men and women, 
comes into the classroom, 
and the 


lessons of real, life arc mingled with 
the dreams and poetry of the students 
young heart." 


The newspapers acknowledge the 


originality and usefulness 
of 
Prof. 


Lynch's Idea, and heartily approve it, 
provided that the pupil be of a suit- 
able age, and careful choice be made 
of the newspapers read. There Is a 
difference In newspapers just as there 
Is in school teachers—there are good, 
bad and Indifferent. ?Some go-called 
newspapers arc trashy. 
Ill-balanced, 


Ignorant and malicious. These it Is 
needless to say. ought not to be al- 
lowed in the school room. 
But the 


real newspaper, printing the live news 
of every day. furnishes the only pos- 
sible source of Information on current 
history. 
And the history of today, 


the account of what the world' Is.do- 
ing now. IB vastly more Important to 
the growing boy and child 
than 'a 


knowledge of what took place In bye- 
gone ages, pleasant and profitable as 
the latter accomplishment may bo al 
FO.

Western people know very little of 


the giant clrides the Russian peasan- 
try have math! In recent years lu tho 
march of progress. Tlie British mind 
as a rule regards the Muscovite as n 
sort of Hcnil-souleil savago whoso civ- 
ilization is bill a-thin veneer over nn 
Innate barbarism. 


In many cases the assumption Is [ 


quite true, but It refers now mainly 
to the old folk, for the state schools 
have done much to mnkc the younger 
generation rnuru polished than tho 
lilBt. 


Apart from these facts, Russia Is a 


land teeming with curious custom:) 
and usages. Superstition, despite ed- 
ucation, dleB hard. As certain as Hood 
Friday comes, for Instance, thousands 
of peasants, male and - female. p:ir» 
tho nails and carefully collect the 
fragments.' Then the peasants wrap 
thorn In a clean piece of cloth and 
hang this, attached to a string, around 
tho neck, where it remains until the 
next Good Friday. It Is believed that 
wlt.h* this around one's neck entrance 
into 'paradise Is made easier. 


Uniforms are worn by over two- 


thirds of the peasant population, nnd 
It Is u common belief In the jioorcr 
districts that Muscovites are the only 
people In the world who wash them- 
selves as often as onco a week. 


Labor In Russia Is very cheap, but 


as workmen ic every Industry are very 
»Iov In their methods, the advantage 
of cheapness to the employer Is great- 
ly counterbalanced. So-called Russian 
villages are often of great sine—one. 
for instance, called Tomafovha, being 
no less than ten. miles long. The 
liouses of this particular village nro 
arranged on n perfectly regular plan, 
with garden attached. 
In.addition, 


each peasant owns a share of the com- 
mon land In the village, tho amount 
per peasant varying from eight to 
twenty-eight acres. If a peasant once 
IODVCB his native village and goes to 
another he has to resign his share of 
the land, and It is very unlikely that 
he will ever IIP admitted to erjual 
privileges wherever he may nettle. 
This system, of course, obviously pro- 
vents tho peasant from moving aliout 
nnd getting a knowledge of the world, 
and narrows his Ideas. 


Formerly the Ilusslnn peasant was 


very drunken, but since the govern- 
ment took the bold step of selling and 
manufacturing spirits Itself, the con- 
sumption per head has fallen .from 
1.00 grllotirt to 0.93 gallons. 


A strike of Russian peasants Is a 


very terrible thins Indeed. 
I'sually 


utolld as rocks, with mattod i'nlr and 
dTlll. staring eyes, they submit to al 
most anything. Hut once deter-nlned 
to act, oven a charge of Cossacks can- 
not daunt them, although It may r.\can 
the death of many of them. 


Ten years ago a terrible strike tool: 


place at Moscow. Five thousand penn- 
ants annihilated l.'i) Cossacks sent la 
handle them, pulled the manager ot 
tlu> mill from his horse and absolutely 
dismembered him. 


Tho chance produced by the melt- 


ing of the i.now and the breaking up 
of the ice at Kastor Is always cole- 
tirri'.cd with transport by the Russian 
pedantry. Trips are organl/ed to the 
neighboring wooiis, nnd tho young 
men and maldons tiring hack with 
them shoots of the Trcsh j;rorn. which 
aro placed over the doorways of tho 
wooden cabins that In the majority 
of car.os do duty ns houses.

USE FOREIGN CARS 


AJ Much as Formerly —Companies 


Now Pay Demurrage 


Like Patrons. 


As one looks at tlie different cars 


In a long freight train passing through 
the city now adays ho notices that 
there are fewer foreign cars In the 
make-up of tho train than formerly. 
This Is tlie result of a new rule con- 
cerning l.he return of freight cars from 
foreign lines, which Is being enforced 
by the different railway rompanle.) 
anil is working wonders. 
It • Is ex 


pected that It will do away entirely 
with freight ear famines. 


Like their 
patrons 
the 
railway 


companies now pay 
demurrage 
for 


holding a car beyond a certain speci- 
fied time. Tho patron pays a dollar 
a day jitter tho llrst forty-eight hours 
and the railway 
companies 
n like 


amount after the llrst. thirty days. 


The new rule relates'1 lo foreign 
cars. If a car belonging to either of 
the local roads fs sent to tho Atlantic 
coast the new rule requires that It 
shall be returned to 
Its 
respective 


lino within n month. 
Heretofore the 


different companies made use of them 
and often it was several months lie- 
fore they arrived linnic. 
The com* 


panles can use them still providing 
they, gel them homo within tho spacl- 
lied time, otherwise they are requir- 
ed to pay a dollar a day. 


Goods shipped long 
distances are 


now sent mostly In foreign cars. For 
Instance, If a local linn 
has a ship- 


ment, for New York a car from one 
of the eastern roads is secured. 
In 


this way the companies facilitate mat- 
ters and avoid demurrage. 


It Is only occasionally that a car is 


held over time now and when such is 
tho case tho payment Is 
promptly 


made. 
All the roads entering Wis- 


consin are In the agreement and tho 
department lias proven self-sustaining 
ever since it was organized.
